The Gins have mechanical feeders and
hoppers attached to themn, whieh tree the cotton
irom leaves, trash, dirl, &e. before it can reach the
saws, and by the thorough hackling operation it
receives from the feeders, which make two reyo.
lutions to one of the saws, it isalmost in a hali
gined state, before it descends to the saw By a
very simple arrangement of a screw to each set of
gnates, on which the hoppers rest, a d througl
which the teeth of the feeders pass, they can be
made to teed slow or fast to suit the condition of
the colton at the time. When made double, the
sawh are placed on two sets of eylinders and tura
ulpon each other 1n n[:poail.e direct:ons, and are
cleansed by two srte of brushes that have four revo
Intions to one of twe gaw. The two cylinders can
be detached so as lo enable the planter to ron one
or both at pleasure, although embraced with feeders
&c. in one stand. The whole is put in operation
with a drum and band, as in the ordinary Gin, and
may be propelled by horse, steam, or water power
It may also be propelled by iron running gear.
The force required to work it, is about the same ns
that necessary Lo move an e&lml number of sawsin
the common Gin. This Gin has been put in
operation in New Orleans for two or three weeks,
and its success tested in the presence of a large
number of planters, merchants ayd others, and
received their general approbation
Several gentlem« n have been so kind ng 1o give
the Patentee their written opinion 1especting the
merits of the Gin. A number of ophers conid be
added, but the following are deemed suflicient :
